But he was using his left thumb 
to push them into the bowl of the 
spoon, so his left thumb was get­ 
ting smeared with' gravy. 
“Philip, why don't you take a 
piece of bread and use it for a 
pusher” I asked. 
Maybe my

sharp and thus deflating, for he 
immediately bristled in his own 
defense. 
“Everybody dot's it this way!” 
he pompously tried to browbeat 
me. Then, when I may have looked 
unconvinced, he delivered the final 
knockout by saying, “Two people 
do it”

In 1955 the health record of the 
American people appears to be ex­ 
ceptionally good, according to the 
statisticians, who base their state­ 
ment on the experience so far this 
year. Furthermore, it is stated, 
the outlook for 1956 is also very 
favorable. 
The death rate for the year, 9.2 
per 1.000 of population in t h e 
United States, will be about equal 
to that for 195. w'hich was the low­ 
est on record. This marks the 
eighth successive year for which 
the death rate for the country has 
been below IO per 1.000 population. 
In 1945, only one decade ago, the 
death rate was 10.6 per 1,000 pop­ 
ulation, one-sixth above the level 
for 1955. 
A notable feature of tile 1955 rec­ 
ord is another substantial reduc­ 
tion in mortality from tuberculos­ 
is. For the first time the death rate 
from this disease will have been 
somewhat less than IO per 100,000 
of the population. This represents 
a decline of about one-tenth from 
the previous year. Just one decale 
ago, in 1945. the tuberculosis death 
rate was almost four times the 
1955 level. 
Mortality from influenza a n d 
pneumonia continued at a low level 
in 1955. Althuogh there have been 
outbreaks of influenza within the 
last decade, the general trend of 
mortality has been sharply down­ 
ward. In 1945 the death rate from 
these conditions was 47 per 100,000 
population, not far from double the 
present figure. 
In 1955 there were about 29,000 
cases of poliomyelitis in the coun 
try, compared with about 39,999 for 
the year before. For most of 1955 
the weekly incidence of the disease 
was below that for 1954. The mar 
gin between the two was most ap­ 
preciable during the summer and 
early fall months, the period of 
the year when the incidence of 
the disease mounts rapidly. 
Among the communicable diseas­ 
es of childhood, there was an ap­ 
preciable reduction in the number 
of reported cases of measles. For 
scarlet fever there 
was 
little 
change from the year before, but 
there was an appreciable rise for 
whooping cough. The number of re­ 
ported cases from diptheria, al­ 
ready at a relatively low level, con­ 
tinued to decline. The combined 
death rate from these conditions 
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of childhood was under I per 100,- 
000 population during the year. 
The 1955 mortality record for the 
major chronic diseases was about 
the same as that for 1954, accord­ 
ing to the statisticians. 
There was little change in the 
death rate from cancer, 
which 
continues to account 
for about 
one-sixth of the total mortality, 
the statisticians note. On the other 
hand, the death rate from the car­ 
diovascular - renal diseases showed 
a small rise, practically all 
of 
which occurred in mortality from 
coronary artery disease. There was 
practically no change in the death 
rate from diabetss. 
The accident fatality rate during 
1955 was practically as favorable 
as in 1954. The record for occupa­ 
tional accidents was about 
the 
same in the two years, but home 
accidents showed a moderate de­ 
cline. In contrast, the death rate 
from motor vehicle injuries rose. 
The suicide rate in 1955 increased 
somewhat, but that for homicides 
dropped slightly. 
Infant mortality continued to im­ 
prove in 1955 and the rate will be 
about 26 per-1.000 live births, a 
new low for the United States. 
“One decade ago, in 1945, the rate 
was almost 50 percent higher,” the 
statisticians report. “Maternal mor­ 
tality during 1955 remained near 
the low level of the year before, 
somewhat over 5 per 100,000 live 
births. In contrast, the rate for 
1945 was just four times as high. 
The record for improvement in in­ 
fant and maternal mortality is par­ 
ticularly significant in view of the 
high birth rate in the postwar era.” 
Commenting on the 
favorable 
health record for 1955, the statis­ 
ticians note that the American peo­ 
ple are particularly health cons­ 
cious. 
“With the rapid growth of hos­ 
pital, surgical, and medical care 
insurance,” they point out, “in­ 
creasing numbers are giving early 
attention to signs of illness, thus 
securing the advantages of early 
diagnosis and treatment.”

TOWARD A BOND PROGRAM 
Gov. Donnelly is to be congratu­ 


lated. His budget staff is taking 
steps to specify in advance how the 
$75,000,000 state bond issue should 
be spent if it is approved by the 
voters. The voters, we feel sure, 
will welcome anything that can 
thus be done to modifiy the blank- 
check character of the fund re­ 
quest. 
There is not much doubt 
that 
Missouri can use $75,000,000 worth 
of new buildings. Already the re­ 
quests of educational and eleemos­ 
ynary institutions exceed the funds 
that would be available by $30,000,- 
000. When the Department of Cor­ 
rections has submitted its esti­ 
mate of building needs at the penal 
institutions, the total requests will 
probably amount to $120,000,000. 
So cuts will have to me made, 
probably in the requests of each 
state institution. The voters have 
a right to know before they vote 
the bonds up or down just how the 
funds would be distributed if ap­ 
proved. Since the General Assemb­ 
ly will have to appropriate 
the 
funds, absolute certainty on this 
point unfortunately cannot be at­ 
tained. But Gov. Donnelly can at 
least present beforehand his own 
program for expenditure of the 
money, and his doing so will make 
many voters much more willing 
to consider the bonds sympathet­ 
ically. 
Such an advance commitment ap 
pears to be implied in the announ­ 
cement of Assistant Budget Direc­ 
tor William B. McGregor that his 
office will soon begin a series of 
conferences with the state agencies 
concerned to review their building 
programs and decide which should 
have priority. If the Governor will 
then incorporate these priorities in 
a comprehensive plan for distribu­ 
ting the $75,000,000, the people will 
have seme idea of what they arc 
voting on. 
The University of Missouri alone 
has requested $31,475,000 for new 
buildings. One project is the com­ 
pletion of the library, which was 
not only- recommended by 
the 
Board of Visitors in 1944 but pro­ 
posed by a State Survey Commis­ 
sion as long ago as 1929. 
Missouri is the only major uni­ 
versity in the Middle West with­ 
out adequate facilities for art and 
music; is it any wonder that a 
Fine Arts building ranks high on 
the list of priorities? Enrollment 
in the College of Engineers has 
more than doubled since 
World 
War II, and is expected to rise an­ 
other 60 per cent in the next five 
years; hence the 
construction of 
new laboratories and 
classroom 
space is urgent. Other department 
have important needs. 
So it goes, also, with the state 
mental hospitals, prisons and other 
institutions. All have 
compelling 
needs, the satisfactoin of which

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Farmers Want ' 
To Know - -

The months immediately ahead 
are of special significance to self­ 
employed farmers, ranchers, and 
all others who work for themselves 
in some kind of agricultural enter­ 
prise. 
It is possible for them t o 
become insured under the social 
security law after they have 
had 
credit for net earnings of at least 
$400 in both calendar years 1955 
and 1956. This could be as early as 
April 1956. 


Older farmers--those now 65 o r 
over, and those who will have reac­ 
hed 65 at that time—who retire af­ 
ter age insurance payments if they 
meet the $400 earnings requirement 
stated above. 
Other farmers, re­ 
gardless of age, will acquire fam­ 
ily protection under social security 
on the first of April provided they 
meet the same earnings require­ 
ment. If they should die at t h a t 
time 
their 
qualified 
dependents 
could become entitled to monthly 
survivors insurance benefit checks. 
It is well to bear in mind 
that 
becoming insured does not 
mean 
that a person will remain insured. 
Those under age 65 and alive after 
March 1956 wiH need additional 
work to retain an insured status. 
I want to point out also that being 
insured has nothing to do with the 
amount of benefit payments. Pay­ 
ments to a self-employed farmer 
and his family or to his surviving 
dependents will be based on h is 
average earnings. 
His own month 
Iv benefit retirement could be as 
little as $30 or as much as $108.50; 
total monthly payments to his fam 
ilv could range from $45 to $200. 
The amount of 
benefit depends 
upon the farmer’s average n e t 
earnings in years after 1954. 
Today, I have discussed the pro­ 
tection under the old-age survivors 
insurance program which so many 
farm people will have acquired by 
mid-1956. In my next article I sha'l 
explain the obligations that go a- 
long with this protection-the re­ 


sponsibilities which must be 
met 
by self-employed farmers after the 
turn of the year. 


Self-employc-d 
farmers 
should 
report their 1955 net income f o r 
social security credit and pay the 
self-employment tax not later than 
February 15, 1956 unless they have 
filed a declaration of 1955 income 
by January 15, 1956, in which case 
the regular report may be deferred 
until April 15, 1956. 
Watch for a 
full explanation of these reporting 
requirements in a later installment 
of this series.

At a recent m eeting of the Inter­ 
national Association of Chiefs of 
Police the com mission of Dear­ 
born, Mich., reported on the effec­ 
tiveness of dogs used for patrol 
purposes there. 
The story was told of how a 
Dearborn police departm ent dog 
held four m en at bay while an 
officer left him and walked a long 
returned the m en hadn't budged 
an inch. 
Many cities are not recognizing 
that to com bat crim e in thickly 
settled areas they m ust return to 
the foot patrolm an rather than de­ 
pend on the cruising patrol car. 
But with higher salary scales this 


is a pretty heavy burden on most 
police budgets.
